While we wish 
them the best of everything we must 
apologize to them because we doubt 
that our school system has done a 
very good job of preparing them to 
meet the challenges that they must 
face. 
Fortunately, most of the grad­ 
uates will be going on to some form 
of higher education and we can only 
hope that this will somehow prepare 
them for the future. But those who 
either can’t or won’t seek more ed­ 
ucation will likely find themselves 
very short on a means of making a 
decent living. 
It just may well be that our mod­ 
ern, technical world has placed more 
of a burden on our school system than 
it can carry. While a high percentage 
of these students will go on to college 
and seek their future in the profes­ 
sions, we can only wonder where we 
are going to get the mechanics, the 
plumbers, the builders and other 
trades people that we so badly need. 
While we have made no progress 
locally in this direction we as a 
state are just beginning to scratch 
the surface. For too long we have 
been guilty of going all out to prepare 
our youngsters for college and the 
professions but almost ignored the 
needs of the majority of our students. 
We overheard the term ’’educa­ 
tional welfare” the other day and we 
suspect that we have far too many 
students on this type of welfare pro­ 
gram. One where we just keep pas­ 
sing the students along until they 
are old enough to graduate. While in 
many cases this may be more the 
fault of the students and parents than 
it is the school, it still is a problem 
that we must somehow find an an­ 
swer to. 
When you graduate students that 
are all but illiterate you are not do­ 
ing them any favors and at the same 
time lowering the value of a diploma 
for everyone that receives it. 
Not being an educator, we do 
not know the answers to this prob­ 
lem but do know that those to whom 
we have given this responsibility 
must come up with the answer soon.

Wednesday the Bureau of Cen­ 
sus was called in Abilene and Mr. 
Pul ver of t hat office graciously pro­ 
vided us with definite figures. 
The census count for Hamlin is 
3,564, according to the returns on 
file in the Abilene office. 
lYilver assured The Herald that 
these figures were subject to revi­ 
sion and that a revised total would 
probably have an upward trend if it 
followed the pattern of returns al­ 
ready complied. 
It was explained that some in­ 
stances of duplication would be un­ 
covered where families were in tran­ 
sit here and would originally have 
been credited to another or former 
home community.

Nay 25 Set As Target Date for 


The Start of Area Cotton Planting 


The target date for start­ 
ing cotton planting this year 
is the week beginning May 
25, according to Charles Bragg, 
executive vice president of 
Rolling Plains Cotton Grow­ 
ers, Inc. 
“We have taken a survey 
of farmers in a 60-mile radius 
of our headquarters,” Bragg 
said, 
“And the consensus 
seems to be that May 25 to 
June I is the optimum plant­ 
ing date. Many farmers would 
have preferred to begin plant­ 
ing on June I but felt co­ 
operation will be better 
on 
the earlier date.” 
Bragg emphasized that this 
period is only a target date. 
Every community should base 
its decision on soil temper­ 
ature, 
local moisture con­ 
ditions, five day weather fore­ 
casts and probably most im­ 
portant. 
what the majority 
of farmers in the community 
want.” 
“W hatever date is chosen 
—• stay together,” Bragg said. 
Selection of the planting date 
is one of the most im portant 
managerial decisions a farm ­ 
er makes each year. Uniform 
planting within a short period 
of time is of tremendous eco­ 
nomic importance to the com­ 
munity. Boll weevils depend 
almost entirely on the fruit 
of the cotton plant for their 
food supply. 
W ithout food, 
they will not multiply at their 
usual rapid rate. 
"Normally, a cotton plant 
begins squaring about 40 days 
after 
planting 
and 
.squares 
reach 
the 
one-third 
grown 
stage IO days later,” the cot­ 
ton executive explained. "Over 
wintering weevels do not de­ 
stroy squares or lay eggs un­ 
til the squares are one-third 
grown. 
A uniform planting 
date in late May allows weevils 
to be out of his hibernation 
and more easily controlled by 
community 
early 
season 
spraying programs before the 
insect 
population 
has 
a 
chance to build.” 
Other advantages 
of 
the 
late May planting 
date are 
numerous. Planting too early 
encourages more weed growth 
and increases costs of making 
the crop. Uniform planting 
dates allow gins, compresses, 
warehousemen and oil mills 
to process the crop with a 
minimum of labor, which re­ 


sults in lower costs and great­ 
er profits for all. Shorter gin 
seasons usuallly mean better 
quality fiber, 
more active 
m arkets, higher selling prices. 
“Uniform planting 
dates 
are just one of the many ways 
RPCG farm ers can work to­ 
gether to increase production,” 
Bragg says.
